After our telephone conversation on January 7th, we are prepared to make 
you aware and offer you and your family the fol lowing: 


Our records indicate location is owned by Fernando Escobedo, per Title No. 
1332, issued Ocrober 15, 1908, entered on our records October 2, 1926. It 
further reveals there are six interments in tomb, namely: 


October 21, I9!1 - August Aman in Vault 2 

June 21, 1912 - Louis M. Escobedo in Vault | 
October 2, 1926 - George Clesi in Vault | 

Jufy 24, 1929 - George R. Escobedo in Vault 2 
August 17, 1930 - Marie Escobedo in Vault 2 
July |, 1967 - - Marie L. Cannatella in Vault | 


The above described location has a single width brick tomb finished with cement 
plaster painted. Blue Georgia marble cross base, ornamental plate, frame, shelf, 
steps and buttress caps; White marble nameplate and tablet. 


In my inspection, | noted the memorial is in a poor condition due to cracks, where 
fern type fungus is growing from, deteriorated paint, loose cement plaster and de- 
teriorated marble tablet, and slate soffit. Marble cross is missing on top of 
base. Pavement is now below grade level. 


To renovate memorial, would require sandblasting, to remove deteriorated paint 
and particles, replace roof, cut out cracks and repair, replace cement plaster, 
marble tablet and slate soffit and paint. Raise pavement to proper grade.

You would have to re-locate the remains before we could approve 
a sale to someone outside of the family. 


If you and your family have no further interest in burying or keeping un the 
memorial, we could offer an alternativa. We do this onty FOr cases ywrere there 


is no further interest in a memorial and for reasons given apove,. 


Upon delivery of a clear title, we are prepared to offer you the sum of $350.00 

for the lot. We cannot offer anything for the tomb as we would have to spend 

money in demolishing it. We would recover our expense by selling the lot cleared 
for a new memorial. Our offer includes removing all remains and transferring 

them into a mausoleum crypt owned by us. The crypt is protected by Perpetual 

Care. It isa crypt that we use for burying remains of others who had a similar 
decision to make. Once remains are interred in crypt, it is impossible to identi fy 
Or remove them.
